Ration News Items 

New England Regional OPA urges 
all local farm slaughterers to notice 
that they are required to report to the 
local rationing board on Form R-1609 
revised, if they sell any meat they so 
slaughter, or any farm butter, to con- 
sumers, and to turn in the points so 
collected with their report. Your local 
board is expected to check carefully 
on this regulation. 

Of interest to all dealers of fire- 
wood should be the following ceiling 
prices on that commodity. Four-foot 
hardwood firewood delivered on the 
buyer’s premises is $15.00 per cord, 
$7.75 per half-cord, and $4.25 per 
quarter-cord. The same is cut-up cord, 
12, 16, or 24-inch lengths, on buyer’s 
premises, is $17.00 per cord, $8.75 per 
half-cord, or $4.75 per quarter-cord. 
A service charge of $2.50 per cord, 
$1.50 per half-cord, or $1.00 per quar- 
ter-cord may be charged if, at the 
buyer’s request, the wood be carried 
into his house or covered outbuildings. 
An additional charge of $1.50 per 
cord, $1.00 per half-cord or 50 cents 
per quarter-cord may be charged if, 
at the buyer’s request, the wood be 
neatly piled at a place he designates. 
Each sale must have a sales slip con- 
taining date, name and address of 
buyer and seller, quantity of wood,
